Chicaoo, Nov. 4.— The rutorus re- 
oeived l^the Aaaodated Pkh indioata 
the probable election of MoKinley and 
Hobart, althnn^'h rotoms are ao meager 
from a immber of donbtfnl state* that 
thli oonoliudon can only be reached by 
an ettimate based npon the gains ami 

losses. 

The best estimatea attaiimblo iuclicato 
that Maine and Vermont have given 
majorities somewhat reduced from the 
September wloctioiis ; that New Hamp- 
Bhire pives about '^O.OOO ; Massachusetts 
about 12U,U0U, uud Rhode luluud Cou- 
nectioat pKoportionate majoilties, all for 
MoKinley; New Tork is estimated at 
above 250,000 and Pemisylvauiiv is likely 
to reach the some figure, if not a 
greater. 

Maryland has been carried for the 
Bepablioau candidate for president by a 
majority exceeding 20,U00 uud Delaware 
is eonlldently claimed bat apparently in 

dispnte, olthouKh the plurality is not 
likely to exceed 1,000. The retnrns from 
West Virginia are not snflioieut to juH- 
tify the claim of either party. 

Ohio has given a very larf,'e Repub- 
lican plurality and Kentucky is appar- 
ently assured to the McKinley ooliimn, 
althonph later returns may not justify 
this claim. Teuuesaeo seems to have 
been carried by Bryan, notwithstanding 
the confident assertions to the contniry 
of tboi Bepnbli(;an managers and the 
same is probably true of North Carolina. 
Illndiana and Michigan, as well as 
Minnesota, indicate lieavy Republican 
gains and u strong possibility that they 
hare gone for McKinley. Illindis will 
piveMcKinl( yover 100,000 plurality. Ne- 
braska and North and South Dakota 
are very dose and still in doabt. Wy- 
oming seems to have gone for McKin- 
ley. 

The returns from the Pacific coast 
States are too meager to justify any 
claim resi)eftiiif,' tlieiu. The states of 
Virginia, South CuroUua, Florida, 
Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas 
Missouri, Colorado, Nevada, Montana 
and Idaho may safely be placed iu the 
Bryan cdnmn. 

The returns from Kansas and Texas 
are SOatterinK and indicate nothing, al 
thoogh heavy Repubhcau gains are re- 
ported from Dallas and Oalreston. 

In resjH)nse to telegrams requesting 
the best and most reliable conservative 
estimates of the majority or plurality in 
the different states, Associated Press 
correspondents at the different state 
Capitols sent the following : McKinley, 
Maine, 46,000 ; New Hampshire, 85,000 ; 
Vermont, 88,000 ; Massachusetts, 120,- 
000; Rhode Island, :.'0, 000 ; roniiecficut, 
40,000 : New York, 275,000 ; New Jer- 
sey, 49,000 ; Pennsylvania, WO.OOO ; Del- 
aware, 1,000; Wyoming, doubtful. 
I^The following states are cunced(^d at 
Republican headquarters to Bryan : Al- 
aliama, Arkansas, Colorado, Florida, 
Georgia, Idalio, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Montana, Nevada. 

The following states are claimed by 
the Republicans, although the returns 
are too meager to justify the a,ssertion 
that they are sure for MoKinley : Cali- 
fornia and South Dakota.

may reduce it to SO.OOO. 
2^The returns indicate the election of 
17 Republicans and two Democrats to 
congress and two districts in doubt. In 
the Fifth district David Mceksou, Dem- 
ocrat, and F. B. Dewitt, RepubUcan, 
both claim their election. In the Thir- 
teenth district, .Iamr»i A. Norton, Dem- 
ocnit, and S. R. Hiuris, both claim their 
electicm. 

Thi' Democrats elected are .1. P. ?,Iac- 
lean of Greenville in tlie Fom*th district 
and James McDowell of Millenbnrg in 
the Seventeenth district.

iNniANAPOLls, Nov. 4.— Ri'tnr:is indi- 
cate that McKinley has carried Indiana 
by plumlity of .So.OOO. The Republic- 
ans have carried beoth branches of the 
legislature, insuring the election of a 
Republican Unittd States senator. 
They have also elected of the 18 
members of congress. 

Chainiiau (lowdy of the Republican 
Stable committee sent the following tile- 
gram to Mark Hanna: "Indiana will 
give McKiidey a plurality (pf .SO, 000. 
Eleven liepublican congressmen will be 
eh>ct(!d, two in doubt. We will cany 
both branches of the legislature by a 
safe majority." 

Ohairman Martin of the Demoeratio 
committee said: "On account of the 
f.;ct that returns have been reorived 
only from cities, where D(^mocratic 
losses were anticipated, no estimate of 
any reliability can be made. Later re- 
turns from country districts will show 
large Democratic gains and I still be- 
lieve they will more than equal the 
losses in tlie ci'titers of po](ulation.

.\ uthiirities on diet believe tliat it 
would be well for most of us who are in 
heilth to eat more green vegetables with 
our meat and starchy foods than we do 
at present, says the New York Post. 
Imleed, somegoaoter aa to believe that 
the absence from our means of plenty of 
green vet'etables and salads accounts for 
the biliousness of the American people. 
The best known of such plants are 
lettuce, beet-tops, dandelion, kale and 
spinach, but Mr. Covilli', botuntist of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, finds that there are many other 
palatable an<l healthfid plants that, 
though raiely used, might add a pleasant 
variety to our Hat of available vegetables. 

One of these, " winter cress," or r>ar- 
barea pioecox, which is cultivated from 
this city southward, an<l is sold in large 
quantities in the Washington markets, 
is planted in the late summer or early 
fall, and neeiis very little cultivation. 
Another plant that belongs to the spin- 
ach and beet family, though it is a com- 
mori weed in lields and >!ardens in nearly 
every part of the United States, is 
"lamb's quarters" or chenopodium al- 
bum. It is in many places commonly 
known either as pigweed or goosefoot, 
but it is not the true pigweed. The 
plant has a pale-blueish irreeii color, and 
if need when six or eight inches hijjh, 
is tender, juicy and ])leasant to the taste 
The teasing-wee<l, the common garden 
" pusley," or " purslane," when boiled is 
al.so retommended as a most palatable 
grean vegetables and can easily be hail 
In India, where it originated, the plant 
has been n.scd for hundreds of years. In 
Europe it is ivsed both as a pot herb and 
for salads.

Take the case of Iti v W. .T. White, 
the editor of a Baptist weekly publifihcd 
at Augusta, (in. \Miitc is- a man of in- 
telligence and integrity, and his ac- 
count of hii early life has nerer been 
ilispnted. 

Briefly this is the story! A few years 

before the war a dark faced boy niado 
bis apiu aiaiice en a large (ieorgia jiiaii- 
tatioii. He was suj jxind lo be a mulat- 
to, and when the planter died the 
fouugster was sold with tbo estate. 

After the war this alleged mulatto 
picked up an education and investigated 
his ancestiy. He was not nuich .«nr- 
prised to learn that he did not have a 
particle of negro blood in his veins. His 
mother was uu Indian and bis father 
svua a white man. 

White was not long in deciding to 
}ast his lot with the blaoks. He had al- 
ways boon classed with them. It si cmi d 
to be the will of the Almighty tliat he 
should share t I'.e burdens of the negro 
race, und he made up his mind to stick 
to his old conipauions. 

He prospered and became a leader 
among the people. He baa the respect 
and coufid(>nce of both races, but he has 
never attempted to rise above what he 
believes to be his divinely ordained 
sphere. It is easy to see at a glance that 
this man is jiot a mulatto or a quad- 
roon, for his mixed Indian and Cau- 
casian blood cannot be mistaken ; but he 
has no desire to Out loose from the ex- 
slaves with whom he has spent the 
best years ef his life. 

Many of the white* ministers of his 
denomination know the peculiar facts 
of liis case, und they treat him with 
great consideration. Unoomplaiuingly 
ho leads his life of self saorifioe, and his 
only object seems to be the advancement 
of liis adojiti (I race. lie manii d a mu- 
latto and submitH to all the laws and 
(-'ocial distinction.s which aepamte the 
two races in the south. 

Few men i-imiluily situated would 
have followed. White's example. As a 
rule, people of Indian and white parent- 
age claim to b(> the social equals of tlu^ 
whites, und if they liavc a Pocahontas 
strain in their blood they ace flTOUd of 
it — Chicago Times- Hi raid.
